It involves a 
congressman whose conservatism 
is stolidly and proudly of the far 
right. It is a conservatism which 
labor views as strongly hostile. 
It is one which has opposed, gen- 
erally, the social legislation of 
the Roosevelt, Eisenhower and 
Kennedy administrations. The 
record has a strong racial basis 
of the South African variety, as 
old as the public record. Included 
also is an opposition to all civil 

rights measures. 


Grass Roots 


In much of Rep. James C. Davis’ 
district so much asphalt and con- 
crete have been laid down for in- 
dustry, shopping centers and free- 
ways there is not much room left 
for grass roots. What room there is 
for roots is largely confined to 
the lawns of spreading suburbia 
homes purchased in the long-pay 
manner with federally guaranteed 
mortgages. 


Mr. Davis’ district includes 
three counties. One is urbanized 
and the second is almost so, The 
third is rural. Mr. Davis’ pred- 
ecessors were bold enough to 
take a chanee and run outside 
the protection of Georgia's no- 
toriousky 4nequitable county unit 
system. (A vote in the rural 
county, for example, is worth 50 
or so of those in the more urban 
two.) Mr. Davis has always in- 
voked the security of this unit 
system under which a candidate 
may receive the most votes and 
still lose the election. This is 
odd, in a way, because the so- 
called political power structure 
in the counties of his district 
have always been on his side. 


But presently, there are grow- 
ing doubts about Mr. Davis’ s0- 
ealled conservatism. Is it a true 
or false conservatism? Does it 
fit into a developing industrial 
future? Is it good for the free 
enterprise system to have a rep- 
resentative whose mind and atti- 
tudes seemingly are as inflexible 
as the laws of the Medes and 
Persians? 


To Mr. Davis the grass roots 
have always been in the business 
and county courthouse communi- 
ties. On this return for the an- 
nual Easter visit to the roots he 
spoke at a meeting called to hear 
his opposition to the aid to the 
nation’s distressed areas and to 
the minimum wage law. (Sen. 
Herman Talmadge, who also 
spoke, was not in agreement with 
Mr. Davis.) 


Picket Line 


This year, for the first time, 
Mr. Davis encountered a picket 
line. Some 55 well-dressed, at- 
tractive-looking young men and 
women, who could have taken 
seats in the business meeting 
without being identified as labor 
pickets had they left their pro- 
testing placards outside, were 
calling attention to their belief 
they do not regard Mr. Davis as 
a representative of all the people 
in his district. They were repre- 
senting laid-off employes in as- 
sembly and production plants, and 
those who already are having to 
subsist on federal surplus foods. 


Mr. Davis opposed the dis- 
tressed area aid because it went 
to those “‘who had not kept pace,” 
and also because it and the wage 
bill ‘‘usurp free enterprise in the 
individual states.” 


Mr. Davis has always been will- 
ing for taxpayers in other areas 
to help pay the distressed farm- 
ers of his district who have not 
kept pace, and his reduction of 
human suffering to a states rights 
statistic caused some of his sup- 
porters to wince. After all, it 
was free enterprise which freely 
closed the noncompetitive mines 
and plants. The families there 
can’t eat the windy potitical 
speeches on states rights. 


Even as Mr. Davis spoke the 
federal government was moving 
to send federal aid to tornado- 
distressed districts in the south- 
ern half of his state. He did not 
protest this as a usurpation of 
the rights of free enterprise. 


It is a long time between Sal- 
vation Army Christmas food bas- 
kets, and more and more ques- 
tions will be asked about “‘con- 
servatism” of this sort. Does it 
really help free enterprise?

6 Students 
Indicted in 
Farm Fire

CARROLLTON — The Carroll 
County Grand Jury Tuesday in- 
dicted six Mount Zion High School 
students in connection with the 
burning of the barn and hay crop 
of a man who signed a petition to 
consolidate their high school. 


Five of the six also were in-! 
dicted and accused of shooting 
out a barber shop window and a 
neon motel sign. The barber shop 
owner and the motel owner also 
had signed the petition favoring 
consolidation of Mount Zion and 
Central Carroll high schools. 


The indictments charged the 
boys specifically with arson and 
malicious mischief. Their ages 
ranged from 15 to 18.. 


The indictments were the latest 
development in a bitter, months- 
long feud over whether the Mount 
Zion High School should be kept 
intact or consolidated. 


As the indictments were being 
handed down, the Carroll County 
School Board reaffirmed its ear- 
lier decision to close down the 
high school part of Mount Zion 
and consolidate it with Central 
High, about 10 miles from Mount 
Zion.

(or parent) group—at Fort Bragg, 
N.C.; the 10th in West Germany 
and the first in Okinawa. A fourth 
group, oriented towards Latin 
America, and composed of many

United Wins Capital Merger, 


Plans Regional Office Here 


United Air Lines, on the way 
to becoming the nation’s largest 
air carrier, plans to set up reg- 
ional headquarters in Atlanta. 


United, which won approval 
Tuesday from the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board to acquire Capital 
Airlines, plans to set up two new 
regional headquarters—a South- 
eastern office here and Great 
Lakes office in Pittsburgh, Pa. 


A United spokesman, reached 
Tuesday night in Chicago, said 
the size and other details about 
the new Atlanta office haven't 
been He pointed out 
that United’s president, W. A. 
Patterson, will hold a press con- 


ference Thursday in Chicago to 


discuss the merger of the nation’s 
second and fifth largest carriers. 


Capital’s 7,800 employes—includ- 
ing 135 here—will be absorbed by 
United. At present, United doesn’t 
have an Atlanta office. 


The new regional office pre- 
sumably would be several times 
larger than the present Capital 
office here, meaning at least sev- 
eral hundred additional employes 
in Atlanta. 


United plans to begin consoli- 
dated operations over Capital’s 
routes by June 1. 


The CAB’s long-awaited decision 
will make United the nation’s big- 
gest air carrier, supplanting 


American Airlines in terms of 
route miles, aircraft, person- 
nel and potential passenger traf- 
fic. 

The CAB said it decided to ap- 
prove the merger “because it has 
no practical alternative.” 


It said Capital could not sur- 
vive if the merger were disap- 
proved and added, “The plain 
truth is that this board will not 
sit idly by and allow our fifth 
largest domestic trunkline route 
system to run the risk of disin- 
tegration while possible: but high- 
ly uncertain remedies are beng 
explored.”

The eight were arrested after 
a fight March 5 when Police Chief 
James Kelly and other officers 
went to a meeting to investigate 
what Kelly termed in court a sub- 
versive organization.

On JFK’s Program 


“Everybody likes the President. per- 
sonally ... but the businessmen I have 
talked to are not enthusiastic at all about 
his domestic program,” a Georgia con- 
Bressman home for the Easter recess said 
yesterday. Other members of the state’s 
congressional delegation agreed. 


It is entirely possible that congressmen 
at home in Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, the 
Dakotas and other states are making the 
same observations. There is an important 
difference, however. The congressmen in 
those states are Republicans. Their states 
voted for Richard Nixon in 1960. 
Georgia voted for Kennedy. It voted, 
moreover, for Kennedy the candidate, a 
man championing much more liberal do- 
mestic programs than Kennedy the Presi- 
dent, a man who has asked Congress for 
a program that is, on the whole, a mod- 
erate one. 

Congressmen who find the state bal- 
anced between groups that approve and 
disapprove of Kennedy’s domestic pro- 
gram delude themselves. If a poll of Geor- 
gia opinion were taken today it would 
show as much or more support for the 
Kennedy domestic programs as the elec- 
tion showed support for his candidacy. 
Sen. Herman Talmadge and Rep. Carl 
Vinson have supported the President on 
vital domestic programs already in this 
session of Congress. That alone is an ex- 
cellent indicator of moderation. 

We trust Georgia’s delegation does not 
return to Washington and the crucial se- 
ries of votes ahead with the belief that 
the state’s opinion is evenly split. It isn’t. 
This fact, the congressmen, as they ex- 
amine the nature of their sampling, should 
know better than anyone.

This Cuba Policy Can 
Reclaim That Country 


Now begins the earnest effort to re- 
claim Cuba from communism. The Ken- 
nedy Administration’s statement made an 
intelligent start. 

It assured Cubans that Americans are 
in sympathy with their original revolution 
under Castro. It acknowledged our own 
past errors. It invited the Cuban people 
back into the inter-American family. And 
it urged them to cut the present Castro 
regime’s ties with communism. 

It is probably too late to rehabilitate 
Castro himself. He is deeply committed to 
the Soviets’ course. But if our new call to 
the Cuban people to accept the American 
hand of friendship is unheeded by Castro, 
we are, as the State Department state- 
ment put it, “confident that the Cuban 
people, with their passion for liberty, will 
continue to strive for a free Cuba.” 

This new American policy replaces 
enmity with understanding..That is the 
first step toward being heeded.

Let’s Do Something 
About the Weather 


WASHINGTON—The federal government and 
institutions of higher learning continue to be 
fair targets of the celebrated observation by am mmr 
Charles Dudiey Warner: ‘Everybody talks about the wea 
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ther, but 


nobody does anything about it.” As pointed out by Rear Adm. Luis 
de Florez (ret.), quoted in this space recently, in 1959 the federal 
government allotted only $36 millions for research in meteorology 
and of 83,771 general science degrees taken in that year only 274 


were awarded in this branch. 

In 1960 the government did an- 
nounce that Table Mountain, near 
Boulder, Colo., would be devel- 
oped as the site of national at- 
mospheric research. But, in view 
of the tremendous economic and 
military defense values latent in 
weather control, and the convic- 
tion of eminent scientists that 
modification and direction of 
Weather is at least a possibility, 
the public funds and student train- 
ing given to the project are in 
dismal contrast to the billions 
spent on getting a man into outer 
space. 

Among those who, with Adm. 
De Florez, are active in trying to 
take the edge off Warner’s famous 
jest, are Dean Oscar Lanford and 
Prof. Vincent Schaefer of the fac- 
ulty of Teachers College of the 
State University of New York. 
Lanford has reported, ‘‘The state 
university is taking steps to de- 
velop a substantial program of re- 
search and instruction. We think 
the fact that only 1 per cent of 
the effort being made in meteorol- 
ogy in this country is actually de- 
voted to educational programs is 
the reason no real progress is be- 
ing made in this important sci- 
ence.”’ 

The measure of that importance 
is indicated by the estimate of the 
possibilities of weather control cit- 


ed by De Florez in this column 
March 23: 

Within 10 years, to prevent 
hail and lightning and increase or 
decrease precipitation. Within 50 
years, to regulate hurricanes, tor- 
nadoes and squall lines. In war, 
to disrupt the economy and op- 
erations of an enemy by obstruct- 
ing his agricultural and industrial 
production. 

In their proposal to the State 
University of New York, Lanford 
and Schaefer urged the establish- 
ment on mountains in the Adiron- 
dacks of a weather-control re- 
search center coordinated with 
that in Colorado. They estimated 
that a grant of $45,000 would be 
sufficient to operate this center 
for 242 years. 

Significance of the proposal is 
that it discloses rising activity in 
educational circles in the study 
of natural phenomena toward the 
design of weather control, and in 
the expansion of the now small 
student body qualified to partici- 
pate. If the federal government 
could be infused with this spirit, 
a new national agency could mark 
the first adequate and concentrat- 
ed effort to manage the destruc- 
tive elements, even to the point 
of discouraging war through bet- 
ter living conditions and stronger 
deterrents to armed aggressors.

Joblessness Grows 


WASHINGTON—The Kennedy administration 
may not be giving us all the right answers, but 
the President is raising the right questions about 
increasing unemployment in the United States. 


It is getting worse, not better. Great harm can come from ignoring it. 
The anomaly is that unemployment and employment have been ris- 


ing simultaneously. 

Many Republicans feel that the 
Eisenhower years have been the 
greatest ever. Many Democrats 
contend that the recessions were 
frequent, the recovery too little 
and the rate of economical growth 
too slow. 


The need now is to get away 
from the blurred cliches of ‘‘cam- 
paign oratory” so that we can 
look at the problem frankly and 
realistically. 

Throughout the last decade, de- 
spite remarkable prosperity for 
many, despite high average 
wages and high consumer pur- 
chasing power, persistent unem- 
ployment has been steadily 
mounting . 


The most revealing fact of all— 


is not the total unemployment, 
which is now about 7,000,000. It is 
the mounting, hard core of un- 
employment which has persisted 
and grown through both the least 
prosperous and most prosperous 
years of the fifties decade. 

The NPA describes chronic or 
structural unemployment as not 
caused primarily by the ups and 
downs of the business cycle. 
There are more deep-seated fac- 
tors, such as inadequate growth, 
more automation, economic 
changes abroad, movement of in- 
dustry to new locations, and 
“discrimination against age and 
racial groups practiced by some 
employers and in some cases by 
unions.” 

Those most affected by chronic 
unemployment are men 65 and 
older. The tendency for wide- 
spread persistent unemployment 
in the 45-to-64 age group is also 
very acute.

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Truck Group Says 


Article in Error 


Atlanta—We would like to cor- 
rect an error in a recent article 
concerning White House request 
for additional heavy taxes on 
trucks. 

Among other spgcial taxes for 
construction of the interstate high- 
way system, trucks with a loaded 
weight of more than 26,000 pounds 
are now assessed a levy of $1.50 
per year per 1,000 pounds. This 
fee applies to the entire weight of 
such trucks, not just that above 
26,000 pounds. Thus, the fee. is 
$90 for a Georgia truck with a 
loaded weight of 60,000 pounds. 

Commenting upon the White 
House proposal to increase this 
fee from $1.50 to $5 per 1,000 
pounds, the article stated: 

“Thus a 50,000-pound truck and 
trailer combination now paying 
an annual license fee of $36, would 
be charged $120 under the new 
Kennedy schedule.”’ 

This is not correct. The 50,000- 
pound unit now pays $75 and 
would be charged $250 under the 
new Kennedy tax schedule.

After 73 Days in Office 
Where Does He Stand? 


WASHINGTON—John Kennedy moved into the eleventh week of his 


presidency with a record that lacked the dramatic success of the early 
Roosevelt days, but which compared favorably with the first Eisen- 
hower months. The presidential scoreboard reads: 73 days in office 
(Sunday); a record shattering 15 messages sent to Congress; a not-so- 
shattering three bills passed; more tough battles with Congress loom- 


ing ahead; a major problem in evaluating U.S.-Soviet relationships; 
and markedly little time for vacation. 


While much of the Kennedy leg- 
islative program is not brand- 
new, the number of messages he 
has sent to Congress is ambitious 
in itself. 

Including the Inaugural and the 
State of the Union speech, Ken- 
nedy has sem Congress 15 mes- 
sages. The messages contain 
perhaps more of the tone and the 
long-range goals of the adminis- 
tration than the immediate legis- 
lative proposals. The messages, 
for instance, included presidential 
statements on the Peace Corps, 
natural resources, housing and 
community developments and a 
major statement on aid to Latin 
America. 

By eomparison this is more mes- 
sagag than Franklin Roosevelt 
sent Congress in a comparative 
period. Roosevelt, inaugurated on 
March 4 in the midst of a depres- 
sion, sent Congress only seven 
major messages by May 17, 1933, 
a period of 65 days. 

However, all seven of these 
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David Halberstam in the

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first year was marked by major 
weaknesses in his congressional 
relations, sent only four messages 
to Congress by April 14: these 
were the Inaugural speech, the 
State of the Union message, a 
message on government reorgani- 
zation, and on April 14 a message 
on the sale of synthetic rubber 
factories. 

President Kennedy, who has 
often discussed the importance of 
the first 90 days of the presidency 
(“They are the most important 
days. . . . during the next presi- 
dent’s first 90 days he must as- 
sert leadership, . . .'’) probably 
has mixed feelings on his success 
so far.

ATTACK DRIVERS 

The crowds already were well 
on their way. Africans attacked 
two Swedish soldiers driving two 
white U. N. cars. ‘Dazed and 
bleeding, the two were rescued by 
members of the Katanga army. 


The airport was put under siege 
by a mob of 4,000 or more. But 
Katanga army units took up bat- 
tle positions and held the crowd 
at bay. This army still has a 
number of Belgian officers re- 
tained by Tshombe after Belgium 
gave the Congo its independence 
June 30. 


Downtown in Elisabethville, 
streets were littered with all 
types of primitive weapons, in- 
cluding spears and clubs made of 
bone. Katanga police blocked off 
every intersection and took up 
stations at short intervals along 
the sidewalks. 

STREETS CLEARED 

Military vehicles, including bus- 
es and trucks loaded: with Katan- 
ga soldiers, patrolled the streets, 
They cleared the downtown area 
but lacked numbers sufficient to 
guard the suburbs. 


The U. N. headquarters build- 
ing, its water and electric power 
cut off on Tshombe’s orders, was 
deserted. But during the after- 
noon a mob bore down on the 
structure and stood outside, 
screaming and chanting. 


The population seemed to have 
been whipped into an ugly mood 
by Tshombe’s call for support 
and his anti-U. N. exhortations. 
Each time he mentioned the 
U. N. in his speech, the crowd 
responded with angry roars. 
Many waved knives, clubs, iron 
poles and rifles. 


Tshombe told the crowd that 
from now on the Katanga people 
would engage in general sabotage 
against all U. N. soldiers, adding 
“I don’t care how you do it.” He 
threatened punishment for any- 
one, black or white, who cooper- 
ated with the United Nations.

But imme- 
diately after the trial ended May 
16, he hastened to a prearranged 
European yachting cruise and the 
delights of romance, All of this 
is a mockery of due process and 
would make a farce of the ad- 
ministration of justice. Mrs. Reyn- 
olds’ pending appeal will be ar- 
gued in the Supreme Court of 
Georgia this summer.” 


In his announcement of his 
fourth marriage, Reynolds said 
he met his bride through his 
traveling companions, Dr. and 
Mrs. Hannes G. Lindemann, a 
German physicfan and “an old 
sailing friend of mine.” Dr.

Law enforcement officials re 
port that the money to open the 
Shabazz market came directly 
from Muslim headquarters in 
Chicago. Its launching was given 
a lavish pictorial display in 
the publication “Mr. Muhammad 
Speaks.” : 

Muslim publications reported 
some years ago that the move- 
ment had obtained control of a 
farm near Atlanta.

PANEL WOULD MEET 


The call for a cease-fire will be 
accompanied by a request for im 
mediate reactivation of the three- 
power control commission. The 
commission members, are India, 
Canada and ‘Poland with the In- 
dian representative acting as 
chairman. 


The commission would be asked 
to meet immediately in New Delhi 
and to go to Laos as soon as pos- 
sible. Its purpose would be to as- 
sure that both sides in the fight- 
ing had halted military actions. 


Sources here said there was as 
yet no agreement with the Rus- 
sians that a cease-fire would in- 
clude the ending of shipments of 
military equipment into Laos 
from outside.

Testimony 


A Fulton Superior Court judge 
upheld Georgia’s unsworn state- 
ment laws Tuesday, taking a po- 
sition exactly opposite from a 
ruling earlier by another judge 
in the same court. 


Judge Durwood Pye said a de- 
fendant may not give sworn tes- 
timony and may not be questioned 
by the prosecution. 


Judge E. E. Andrews had 
thrust aside the laws and allowed 
a defendant to give testimony un- 
der oath, be questioned by her 
lawyer and cross-examined by the 
state. He said permitting de- 
fendants to be sworn as witnesses 
if they so wish will “tend toward 
more perfect administration of 
justice.” 

Pye said the idea that a de- 
fendant is harmed or deprived 
of due process of law by being 
allowed to give only an unsworm 
statement “rests upon sheer the- 


ory and conjecture.”” He said the |* 


idea is not supported by anyone 
having first-hand knowledge of 
criminal trials.

For healthy feet children 
should go barefoot every chance 
they get, Dr. Wikler said. Shoes 
are needed, of course, to pro- 
tect against the elements, 
against diseases like hookworm 
and possible injuries. 


TRAPPED IN FOOTGEAR 


“The feet have 30 bands of 
muscles, and every one is re- 
lated to toe movement,”” he ex- 
plained. ‘“When the toes, trapped 
in footgear, hardly move, these 
muscles, all of which are at- 
tached to one or more bones of 
the foot, atrophy. They lose elas- 
ticity and become flaccid. Bones 
held by such muscles have no 
support and this is the basic 
cause of flat feet, he said. 


Because their feet have no 
spring or strength, walking is 
uncomfortable for Americans, 
he declared. “‘Instead of their 
feet propelling them effortless- 
ly forward, they have to hunch

On the basis of observations 
he has made of various parts 
of the United States, and in 
areas overseas where shoes are 
worn only by the elite, Dr. Wik- 
ler advocates running around 
barefoot for people of all ages 
who have developed foot prob- 
lems. 


He was more vehement about 
baby shoes. The bones in a tod- 
dier’s feet are prehensile, soft, 
and malleable, he pointed out. 
Inside a shoe, they cannot move 
normally. The child, when he 
stands or walks, cannot proper- 
ly distribute his weight over his 
toes, as nature intended. He 
compensates, year by year, by 
resting his weight on the inside 
surface of the foot. 


FOOT FREEDOM 


On the other hand, a child who 
gets complete foot freedom de- 
velops a firm, well-formed, 
strong foot by the time he is 6, 
he said. He is better able to re- 
sist later ravages of constrict- 
ing shoes and hard pavements. 
Even the wildly implausible 
spike heels and pointed toes of 
women’s current fashions would 
be less crippling to the feet of 
a girl who had developed a bas- 
ically good foot structure in 
early life. 


“The shoes do some damage 
while they are on,”’ said Dr. 
Wikler, ‘‘but the healthy foot 
has resilient muscles and 
springs back into shape when 
the shoes come off. 


“Let kids run around the 
house barefoot,’”’ he urged. “If 
catching cold is a fear, have 
the children wear slippersocks, 
thong sandles, or any other flex- 
ible, open shoes which give the 
feet and toes free play.”’ 


“From the first weeks of life 
a baby constantly spreads, 
bends and stretches his toes.

Birch was a Baptist missionary 
who worked in China before the 
U. S. war with Japan and was 
commissioned in the Army Air 
Corps after the fighting began. 
He was 27 when he died. 


His mother, Mrs. George S. 
Birch of Macon, Ga., has said the 
first official report received by 
Birch’s family said he had been 
killed by stray bullets, but that 
it later was confirmed Birch was 
slain by the Chinese Communists. 


Welch has contended the facts 
in the Birch case were suppressed 
for some time by what he called 
pro-Communist groups in the 
United States.

Where the Writers Are 


SALISBURY, N.C. — About the time collegians 
assault Fort Lauderdale each sp eae, sortewriters and 
sportscasters from every nook of the nation descend 
on the serene city of Salisbury. 


The late Pete DiMizio, restaurant man and ardent sports fan, 
decided several years ago that the men who write about the ball 
games should pave i a ball here each year. At the kickoff it was a 
Pe. Ses local affair enjoyed by North Carolina 
writers and announcers. 


Fortunately, DiMizio decided to go 
national. When DiMizio died, Salisbury 
citizens elected to keep the party go- 
ing. So the National Sportscasters and 
Sportswriters Awards Dinner became 
an annual affair. 


Writers and announcers get a 
welcome here that they receive no- 
where else. From the moment you 
arrive everyone is intent on mak- 
ing your visit an event to remem- 
ber. 


There are parties, golf, fishing 
junkets, lolling, bull sessions and never 
a dull moment. The awards dinner 
Tuesday night at which Gov. Terry 
Sanford made presentations climaxed 
the two-day fun carnival. 


Each visitor has an official host 
who unrolls the welcome carpet. Mr. Jim Mattox steered us around, 


and seeing a fellow from Atlanta revived pleasant memories for 
him. 


Mr. Mattox kicked the field goal for Washington and Lee 
which handed Georgia Tech its first defeat on Grant Field 
way back yonder in 1919. He also was a catcher at Rochester 
for the late and great Manager George Stallings. 


“Yes, Stallings was as tough as they said he was,” Mr. Mattox 
said, discussing the men who drove the miracle Braves from the 
cellar to the pennant. ‘‘But we got along fine. I hit .344 that year.”’ 


Mr. Mattox and his friends and neighbors bat 1.000 as hosts.

A tourist residing at the Holiday Inn headquarters might get 
the idea that a football convention was in session. Frank Howard 
of Clemson, Wayne Hardin of Navy, Earle Edwards of.N.C. State, 
Jim Hickey of North Carolina, Bill Hildebrand of Wake Forest, 
Marvin Bass of South Carolina and Dynamite Goodloe of Georgia 
Tech were coaches answering the roll call. 


Since this was a press and TV affair, however, we decided 
to interview the national champions. Red Smith, the New York 
Herald Tribune’s syndieated columnist, and Lindsey Nelson, 
NBC-TV sportscaster, retained their crowns in the national poll. 


Smith, the Babe Ruth of the profession, was asked between 
innings at one of the parties how he happened to become a sports 
writer. 


“You might say it just happened,”’ said Red. “I was from 
Green Bay and attended Notre Dame, so | figured I was a football 
expert. But I went to work on the Milwaukee Sentinel as a reporter 
on the city side. 


“I was making $25 a week and probably wasn’t worth it, but 
I thought I should be making much more. So one day someone 
said there are jobs in St. Louis. After 11 months in Milwaukee, I 
went to St. Louis and got a job on The Star as a copy reader. 


Smith took a fling at sports writing in St. Loo, but covering 
Washington U.—at night—and other assignments didn’t appeal 
to him. He requested a transfer back to the city side. 


“When spring training came and I realized that I could be in 
Florida instead of working a dozen hours on rewrite, I knew I had 
made a mistake,” Red explained. ‘‘But, looking back on it, the 
rewrite desk was good experience.” 


.—A-Long Way from St. Louis 


Smith spent eight years in St. Louis and, fortunately for him, 
he wrote a feature on light opera which appealed to a theatre man. 


The man convinced the managing editor of the Philadelphia 
Record, a former Star employe, ‘that he should hire Smith. 


“If those two gentlemen hadn’t gone out on the town and 
got to talking about me, I might still be in St. Louis,”’ Red said 
and laughed. 


The rest of the story is familiar to sports fans. Stanley Wood- 
ward, then and now sports editor of The Herald Tribune, “dis- 
covered” Red in Philadelphia and brought him to New York. 


Nelson started up the ladder at the University of Tennessee. 
Ironically, he was a newspaperman at the outset, working as a 
stringer for Fred Russell on The Nashville Banner and later on 
both Knoxville papers. 


“My first announcing job was a Vandy-Tennessee game,”’ Lind- 
sey recalled. ‘‘Later, I did a Kentucky-Tennessee game on a 
national hookup. That was the year Bear Bryant had Babe Parilli, 
and Tennessee won the game in. the snow.”’ 


Gordon McLendon, then operating a defunct Liberty Net- 
work, gave Lindsey a break after the war. He attracted national 
attention on “The Game of The Day.’ More important, Tom 
Gallery, NBC sports director, was impressed. 


However, Gallery hired Nelson as his executive assistant and 


was stunned when Nelson requested a mike instead of a desk. 


Once Nelson got in front of the TV-mike, he quickly achieved 
recognition as the top man in his field. 


Suceess hasn’t spoiled the national champs. You won't meet 
two nicer guys who finished first. And you won’t meet nicer folks 
than the residents of Salisbury who stage this annual affair for the 
guys who write and talk about the champions of sports.
